RIOTM BREl 


St. Joliu's Idle Workmen Becom- 
ing Unoontrollable. 


St. John's, N. F., Jnu. 9.—A serious riofc 
occurrcd hero yesterday. Tlio crowd of 
unemployed workmen, largely iucrcased 
in numbers, met before tho lepcislatlvo 
building and hooted tlio ex-promier, Sir 
William Whltcway, who was formerly 
their Idol. 
They marched again to the 
dock where the Tourmaline is lying In or- 
der to receive the captain's answer to their 
petition of Monday. Captain Sir Richard 
Poore, tho commander of tho warship, re- 
ceived a deputation and told them that 
tho matter was in the hands of the govern- 
ment. 


The crowd became deeply exasperated, 
and the leader's suggestion that tho min- 
isters bo seen was quickly acted upon. 
Proceeding to the chamber the crowd 
found that their coming had been antici- 
pated, for they found the doors barred 
against them. Nothing daunted in their 
determination, tho crowd set to work to 
force an entrance, and doors and windows 
were soon battered in, and ingress was 
gained. Tho police attempted to check 
the crowd in their work of destruction, 
but tho officers fared badly in the scuffle 
that followed, tho rioters for tho time be- 
ing masters of tho situation. 
Their vic- 
tory, however, was barren of result, for 
after gaining tho chamber they found that 
tho members of tho executive were con- 
renlontly absent. 


In the meantime tho police had sought 
reinforcements, but before they arrived tho 
rioters withdrew. Later the crowd again 
visited tho governor and made another ap- 
peal to him, but this was also Ineiïectual. 
Then they returned to 
tho legislative 
building, but this time they were unable 
to force an entrance. 
They, however, re- 
mained In tho grounds, demanding relief 
and bitterly 
cursing the government. 
Hoping to pacify thom Prime Minister 
Greene appeared and addressed them. 
He 
promised that In two or three days exten- 
sive public works would bo commenced, 
sufftclent to give all remunerative employ- 
ment through tho winter. 


His listeners refused to be satisfied with 
his projuUoB, and demanded that Imme- 
diate relief be furnished them. When they 
were told that It was impossible to accede 
to this demand, tho leaders of tho crowd 
hold a short conference, and it was decided 
to attack tho stores on Water street, where 
large quantities of provisions were sup- 
posed to be kept. The first place attacked 
was Duder's. The place was soon broken 
open, but the mob was disappointed In 
finding no provisions there. Then atten- 
tion was turned to Steer's stores, which 
were quickly looted of their provisions. 


At this point armed police intervened, 
and the mob was driven back at tho point 
of the bayonet. Four men, Bussey, Brown, 
Coady and King, the promoters of the 
riot, were arrested. Tho crowd displayed 
an Inclination to attack the police for tho 
purpose of rescuing the prisoners, but tho 
officers prevented this by driving the mob 
baclt and then suddenly closing tlio gates. 


The police are still inside with thoir 
prisoners, wliilo the rioters surround the 
premises, hooting and stoning the olïicers. 
The Tourmaline is under orders to land 
phould tlxere bo further outbreak. All the 
city police, foot and mounted, are at tho 
scene. Special police have been sworn in, 
and they are guarding other parts of tho 
city. 


The government has offered to resign, 
feeling unablo to face the needs of the sit- 
uation. 


THE "COMBINE" 
BROKEN. 


riilladeliihla Political Leaders SpUt on the 
Mayoralty Fight. 


PHlLADEtiPniA, Jan. 9.—Tho Republi- 
can ward "combine" of this city, which 
has controlled tho politics of Its party for 
many years, went to pieces last night as a 
oonsequeneo of tho mayoralty oontcst. 
Tliroughout tho campaign It has been pop- 
ularly supposed that, with the exception 
of Senator Porter, the "combine" was In 
favor of Senator Penrose for the ofllce. 
Last night, however, tho rumor became 
current that Penrose had been "dumped" 
by the loaders, and this proved to be truo. 


At tho eleventh hour a meeting of the 
"combine" was held at tho Union Repub- 
lican club. Senator Portor occupied tho 
chair, and tho main spokesman was David 
Martin. What had occurred between the 
leaders before tho meeting could not bo 
learned, but it was evident that the breach 
was a wide one. Magistrate Durham, an 
Influential member of tho "combine," Is 
the loader of tho Penrose forccs, and he 
tried to bring up tho question, but Mr. 
Martin refusod to talk or listen to any- 
thing concerning Senator Penrose's can- 
didacy. Leader Martin's attitude has all 
along been uncertain, but last night ho 
boldly expressed his opposition to Pen- 
rose and declared himself for Charles F. 
Warwick, now city solicitor, who has been 
somewhat of a dark horse in this, one of 
the bitterest fights known to municipal 
politics. 


Mr. Martin brought things to a crisis 
when, addressing Chairman Porter, ho 
said ho believed the time had come when 
the usefulness of tho "combine" as a po- 
litical organization was at an end. 
Tho 
members were divided seriously and irre- 
trievably on the question of nominating 
a mayor, and in his opinion nothing could 
bring them together a^aln. 


Then he emphatically denied the rumor 
circulated that ho would retire as a polit- 
ical leader, and his words wore very gen- 
erally construed by those present to mean 
that ho Intends to be the solo and only 
leader In his party. He concludod with 
the suggestion that tho meeting adjourn 
sine die, and after the murmur had sub- 
sided the motion was carried imanimously.

Cox, of Tennessee, antagonized It. 
Tho 
featuro of the day was tho speech of Mr. 
Sibley, of Pennsylvania, who made an at- 
tack on the prosidont and arraigned tho 
Democratic party generally for drifting 
away from Its traditional moorings. 
His 
speech created muoh confusion and a groat 
deal of a sensation. 


Referring to tho published reports that 
the executive department of the govern- 
ment, In the person of the secretary of tho 
treasury, was using Its power to Influence 
votes in favor of the bill Mr. Sibley said: 
**If I havo road tho Constitution of tlio 
United States correctly, it deflnes the 
powers aütl duties of tho ohlo'f oxocutive 
and tho powers and duties of tho mombor- 
ship of this houso; and I tell you that to- 
day If ever a rebuke was needed to one 
who has trampled down tho prerogatives 
of the people It Is to that man who has 
used his Influence, or attempted to use it, 
to create in himself the sole governing 
power of this nation. It hag como to tho 
time when to be the government of this 
people requires something more than a 
combination of brains, belly and brass. 


"We saw our distinguished executivo 
after the election of 1893," Mr. Sibley con- 
tinued, "hie himself away for recreation, 
Where on earth did ho go? To the classic 
shores of Hog Island. The Bible says that 
when they are set at liberty each man will 
go to his own place. Where did ho go to? 
5*0 Buzzard's Bay. And ever since tho 
old ship of state has been bumping her 
nose into Hog Island and floundering in 
tho waters of Buzzard's Bay with pros- 
perity but a cable longth away.'* 


Tom Johnson, of Ohio, also crcated a 
stir in his speech opposing tho bill. 
At 
tho outset he said he thought he owed an 
apology to tho house for speaking against 
a bill which was as dead as this was. 
He 
denied that this bill was designed to take 
the government out of the banking busi- 
ness, and asserted that no bill could be 
devised for sound currency Issues which 
would not place them under government 
supervision, and in effect mako them al- 
ternately redeemable by the government. 
It was the ofQco of government to furnish 
money. This bill proposed to confer on 
banks without limit a right that could 
only be conferred on a monopoly. It gavo 
them a monopoly or It was a failure. Hp - 
attempted to demonstrate that tho ^fii 
would confer tho same monopoly o'fi tho 
banks that the Bank of Bnglaui^ ^ud tiie 
Bank of France had.

Jacobs has been a hunter for 
twenty-three years. 
He chased buf- 
faloes as long as they lasted, and now 
puts in his time hunting parrots and 
mocking birds.

The parrot needs no nest. 
The le- 
male selcctsa deep hollow in the high- 
est tree trunks and there lays two 
eggs. 
This occurs about the first of 
May. 
The young are hatched about 
June 18; ten 
days 
elapse 
before 
they are able to open their eyes, and 
several weeks must be allowed for the 
young birds to out-grow their swab 
state and gain sufficient strength to 
be removed from the care of their par - 
ents. 
The parrot is a wily and a wise 
bird. It lays its eggs safely out of reach 
of ordinary danger, and takG«^.good 
care not to betray their whereabouts. 
When the young birds are hatched 
they are fed twice a day by their elders, 
early in the morning and again just 
before the close of the day, and this 
usually betrays 
to the 
liunter the 
whereabouts of his prey. 
The birds 
in feeding their young give vent to a 
series of contented clucks and chuck- 
lee, which is answered by the young 
ones, and which is the only sign that 
indicates to the parrot hunter where 
the nest is hidden, 


No white man, familiar with the 
danger, will himself 
undertake 
to 
climb the tree and capture the young 
birds. 
That work is reserved for the 
peons who accomijany him. 
There is 
no danger from the parent bird, but 
almost every tree is guarded by a col- 
ony of ormegoes, v/hich penetrate any 
kind of clothing and viciously attacic 
the flesh beneath it, being known to 
destroy large numbers of young par- 
rots. 
The suffering of the peons from 
the Mexican ants, in their ascent of 
trees in search of parrots,is sometimes 
pitiful. 
Their breasts are sometimes 
covered with blood, in their agony 
they fairly tear their clothing from 
their bodies and cast themselves upon 
the ground, weeping and moaning. 
Oftentimes the efíeet is to nauseate 
then), Bo terrible is their suffsring. 
According^^to Jacobs, if their white 
master showed the slightest sympathy, 
they would refuse to go up again, for 
under the pitiable condition of serf- 
dom in Mexico, these meil are no tot- 
ter than slaves, compelled 
do what 
they are bidden, regardless of life or 
limb. 
It is fortunate if, when a peon 
is nearly devoured by ants, he is with- 
in easy reach of water in which to 
bathe himself and assuage his agony. 
As tho parrots always hatch their 
young where water is plenty, it sel' 
dom happens that the tortured peon 
cannot avail himself of nature's pal- 
liative at first hand. 
This experience 
is one that no white man would en- 
dure, and which of itself deters many 
jungle hunters from the exciting sport 
of capturing parrots. One peouharity 
of those ferocious forest anta is that 
myriads of them move in a solid i^ha- 
lanx from tree to tree, carrying a leaf 
in an upright i)osition at the head of 
the column like a banner, and resem • 
bling in their self-conscious progresa 
a conquering army on a march of in- 
vasion. 


The Mexican parrot In general fa- 
vor as a talking pet is the double yel- 
low head, a yellow top which, with 
age, develops into a comple hood, ex- 
tending completely over his head; and 
the better kind have jred epaulettes. 
The difference between this bird and 
the African gray is that tho American 
learns to talk earlier than the bird 
frum the Dark Continent, out is sur- 


passed by the latter in intellifi•cne^ 
while at tho same time bo is an ex^erF 
whistler, and often learns to pipe a 
tune. 
The difference in gross is very 
slight, however, and in a practical 
sense the Mexican parrot is a popular 
bipod, and sells two to one, as com- 
pared with his African competitor. 


To avoid the ormegoes as far as 
possible and facilitate climbing tho 
Mexicans use'ropes, which they cast 
from one limb to another, and by 
which they ascend to tho hollows 
where tho young parrots are nestlintr. 
At the first sign of danger the parent 
birds articulate a sharp note of alarm, 
and the chuckling and 
chattering 
young 
fledglings 
as suddenly ceaso 
their noi<!e as if an electric shock had 
paraljrzed tham. 
After tho capture of 
their young the old ones sometimes 
flutter about camp and utter this cry 
of warning, at which the young par- 
rots;abruptIy lapse into silence. Hunt- 
ers never try to capture old birdi?, as 
they do not overcome their aversion to 
cage life and seldom learn to tnlk. 
Strange as it may seem, a young par- 
rot is tame as soon as he is taken from 
his nest, 
and apparently is never 
conscious 
of 
the 
loss 
of 
hia 
liberty.

immediate- 
ly 
put 
into 
a 
coop 
to 
pre- 
vent his escape, as might be supposed, 
hut 200 or 300 birds are kept together 
for weeks without any restraint what- 
ever by simply spreading a cane roof 
over them on the ground, so that they 
are protected from the rays of the suii, 
for parrots are exceeding fond of 
shade. 
In their native state the birds 
live on mangoes and the nuts of the 
ebony tree, but the hunters always al- 
ways carry with them a supply of corn, 
which is reduced to a pulpy state by 
the use of the primitive mattata stone, ^ 
and is fed to them in lieu of their na-' 
tive food.

The Earth^s Other Motion. 


Marshall Wheeler, of the Pacific 
Coast School of Newer Scieoces, says 
that the earth has a motion not men - 
tioned by the recognized authorities. 
He speaks of it as the earth's "third 
principal motion," and says that his 
discoveries in this peculiar line of in- 
vestigation are of more importance to 
the world than were the discoveries of 
such eminent scientists as Newton and 
Galileo. 
In an interview concerning 
his queer beliefs. Wheeler says ; 


"After tireless investigation for a 
period extending over nearly 
fifty 
years, I have found indisputable facts 
which warrant me in making the state- 
ment that the earth, in common with 
the other planets, changes the posi- 
tion of its north and south poles once 
in each 20,903 years. 
This monfetrous 
change is brought about by the sun'sr 
attraction for the earth's magnetism. 
The great luminary so strongly 
at- 
tracts one of the poles of each of the 
planets, and repels the other, that 
once in a given period of time each 
of the worlds turns ninety degrees. 
In the case of our earth, as I have al- 
ready stated, the period is once in 
each 20,903 years, as near as it can be 
figured. 


"From present deflection, as calcu- 
lated by delicate instruments, show- 
ing, tho attractive force at one of the 
poles and the repulsive or negative 
force at the other, we calculate that 
the last turn our planet made was 
about 6000 years ago," 


Keasoning in the line laid out by 
our friend of the golden slope, we 
find that it is only a small matter of 
something like 15,000 years until the 
equator will get tangled uj^ by coming 
in contact with the north pole, and 
Cuba and the Central American Ke* 
publics will change places with Spitz- 
bergen and 
Greenland. —St,

tt. Sub-Aqueous Teleiiaoiu^ 


he sub-aqueous telephone is an in- 
genious invention arising out of au 
old and well-known phenomenon, says 
the Pall Mall Gazette. 
Tho conduct-?' 
iug pov/er of water for acoustic prop- 
erties being better than that of air. 
Captain M. T, Neale has devised an 
apparatus, to which the above name 
has been given, whereby the vibra- 
tions of a gong, fixed to the bows of a 
ship some distance below the water- 
line, and picked up by a receiver, con- 
fcisting of a pair of similar but shallow 
gongs, fixed in the same way on an- 
other vessel a considerable distance 
olï'. 
Tho instruments have been teitr 
ed in the Thames on a pair of boats 
two-thirds of a mile aj^art, and gave 
aufliciently accurate results when sig- 
naling jn the Morse code. 
The pos- 
sibilities of such an iniitrument ar^ 
undoubtedly great, and it has one ad- 
vantage over the electrical signalling 
inventions 
of Edison 
and 
others, 
namely, that it is indej^endent gt fog- 
gy weather, when any electrical ap* 
paratus would be at its worst.

CAKES FOK THE CHILDREN, 


Plain Cup Cake—For two sheets 
of cake use one cupful of sugar, half a 
cupful of butter, one cupful of milk, 
two cupfuls and 
three-quarters of 
sifted flour, the rind and juice of one 
lenaon, three eggs, one teaspoonful oi 
soda and two of cream of tartar. 
Mis 
tho flour, soda aud cream of tartar 
and sift the mixture. 
Beat the buttei 
to a cream. 
Gradually beat in tho 
sugar. 
Beat the eggs till light and 
beat them into the butter and sugar. 
Now add the milk, ancl lastly the flour. 
Beat vigorously for half a minute. 
Spread the mixture in two buttered 
shallow pans. Sprinkle with powdered 
sugar and cook iortwenty-ilve minutes 
in a moderate oven. 


Eaisin Cake—Take two and one-haif 
cups of sugar, one-half cup of butter, 
one-half cup of sour milk, two spoon- 
fuls of cream, one cup of choi^ped 
raisins, one teaspoonful of soda, one- 
half teaspoonful of fivyxmnon and a 
bit of nutmeg. Flo-Tir enough to ki^ead. 
Boi; out an inch thick. 
Out into ob- 
loDg pieces^-^Bake quickly. 


Soft Giiigerbread—Stir 
two 
tea* 
spoonfuls of soda and one of ginger 
into one cup of molasses. 
Add one- 
third of a cup of butter and one cup 
of warm water in which one teaspoon- 
ful of creq-m of tartar has been dis- 
solved, Add three small cups of floux*, 
mix tog^her and bake. 


Plain/ Spice Cake—Take one egg, 
two-thirds of a cupful of sugar, the 
same quantity of an.olasses and of but- 
ter, a cupful of milk, two cupfuls and 
a half of flour measured generously, 
one teaspooniul of suda, one level tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar, one tea- 
spoonful of vinegar or lemoB. juice, 
aud one tablespoowful of mixed spice. 
Beat the egg well, and after adding to 
it the molasses, sugar, spice and but" 
ter—tho latter being first melted— 
beat again. 
Mix tho soda with the 
nuJk and add to the other mixture the 
cream of tartar with the flour, and stir 
into the butter, and finally add the 
vinegar or lemon juice. Pour into two 
shallow pans and bake for twenty min- 
utes in a moderate oven. 


Cookies—Tw^o cups o'i'sugar and one 
cup of butter beaten tog«thei% two 
eggs, yolks and whites beaten sepa- 
rately; one-half cup of sweet milk, 
one-half teasijooniul of soda, nutmeg,

The deep respirations, he says, 
stimulate the blood current by direct 
muscular exertion, and cause the entire 
system to become pervaded with the 
rapidly generated heat.

The TjarffC Clark Ranch and iho Care- 
ful Way It is Ulanaged—IjooUlng 
After 40,000 Sheep, 


ATNBRIDGE S. CLARK, of 
Tarrytown, and his two eons, 
Walter and George, own tho 
largest sheep ranch in Slon- 
Tho sons live on the ranch, 
and once or twice a year Mr. Clark, 
who has given up activo business life, 
goes out there to look over affairs at 
tho ranch and give his opinion 
on 
mat! era where it is advisable. 
On the 
ranch aro no loss than 40,000 sheep. 
The ranch is all fenced in, has ample 
equipments in buildings and extends 
in one direction for a distance of forty 
miles. 
It IS in Choteau County, 


This ranch is run on what miííht be 
called scientific principles. 
That is, 
at this season of tho year, and for the 
rest of the winter it is run according 
to the barometer. 
The ranch has six 
telephone stations. 
Tho approach of 
blizzards and other cold storms is so 
sudden in that country that it means 
A loss of many sheep, where herding 
is carried on extensively, if they are 
not rushed under shelter when these 
storms come. 
Whenever tho bar- 
ometer falls seriously word is tele- 
phoned at once to the stations on the 
ranch from the central house and the 
sheep are raced in, if necessary, for 
their protection. 


The sheep are kept in flocks of 
3000, and two men go with them as 
herders. 
They are rounded up at 
night, and reports are made over the 
telephone every evening as to tho 
day's work. 
This ranch is said to be 
the only one in this country fully 
equipped with the telephone. 
The 
result is that at any hour of tho day 
the Clark brothers know the situation 
on any part of their ranch, and con- 
certed action can bo taken by the 
herders at any time on direction from 
the ranch office. The ranch has been 
an immense success, and this has come 
from the close application of business 
principles. 


Life on the Clark ranch is very at- 
tractive. 
The chief bouse is a large 
two-story log structure. 
It is beauti- 
fully furnished with 
hangings and 
rugs, and it is full of gayety. 
The 
owners have a large yellow drag, and 
when Eastern visitors come out there 
on hunting trips it is a common sight 
to see a merry coaching party go 
dashing across the prairie.. The moun- 
tains are near, and some fine lakes, 
notably St. Mary's aro not far away. 
Shooting is excellent 
t^n.d-^cjooe^ at 
hand, and it is not a long journey to 
Helena or to the other lively cities of 
Montana. 


The Clark boys, as they are known 
out there, used to be prominent in 
the áOO of New York and Newport, as 
the 400 existed ten years ago, but 
they dropped society and its attrac- 
tions from the moment they went into 
sheep 
herding. 
They 
had 
been 
brought up without the necessity for 
work, but their father insisted on giv- 
ing them occux^ation with serious re- 
sponsibilities. 
They ^proved 
their 
worth from the start. 
Every winter 
one of them has come home for a short 
visit, but it has been a stay always 
with a longing to get back to the 
ranch and to pitch Into hard work 
there. They have studied every phase 
of the business and have worked with 
their own hands on tho sheep. 


Moreover, the young men have sur- 
rounded themselves with genial as- 
sistants. On their ranch, employed as 
herders, have been many of their ac- 
quaintances and friends who havo met 
^vith iinancial reverses and have been 
thrown on their own resources in an 
emergency. 
Among these 
herders 
have been two German barons, who, 
several years ago, were social lions in 
swell society in the East. 
They liked 
open air life, and were willing to act 
as herders while their affairs were 
being straightened. 
On the ranch 
there are generally half a dozen such 
companions, and life in the central 
bouse in the evenings, with musio and 
other attractions, is delightful. 
Dur- 
ing the winter season these young 
men take their dress suits and drop 
down to Helena. 
Social 
functions 
take an added importance there be- 
cause of their i^resence. 
They are 
much sought after as leaders in ger- 
raans. 
Their 
dancing 
a c c o m p l i s h - 
ments always^make them desirable 
guests. 
^

a Western career for his sons he went 
into the wheat country of North Da- 
kota to investigate. 
Land 
agents 
Were bragging to him constantly as to 
the depth of the black soil out there.

Clark hit ujiou an ingenious method 
of verifying their statements.

Cost ol Ilnnning Trains. 


Probably few travelers, even those 
who daily have occasion to use the 
railway, have any adequate idea of tho 
cost of runniug trains. 
The cost may 
differ, and doubtless does differ great- 
ly with the varying conditions, but 
the recently published figures of ono 
of the extensive Western syatems aro 
instructive. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul Hallway, operating 61-i7 
miles of road, has made public an an- 
alysis of expenses per revenue train 
mile run lor tho past two years, tho 
total miles run being 131,750,418 in 
18U3, and 26,(392,470 in 1804. 
The 
items include repairs of locomotives 
and cars, station service, train service, 
train and station supplies, fuel, oil 
and waste and miscellaneous expenses. 
The total operating expenses wero 
90.46 cents per revenue train mile in 
18'J3, and 92.67 cents in 1894. 
-The 
revenue from passengers 
per train 
mile run was only 91.51 cents in 1893 
and 90.82 cents in 1894, or less thaii 
cost. 
But there 
was a profit on 
freio-ht service, the revenue per mile 
run being $1.5701 in 1S93 and S1.5?ia4 
in 1894, and out of this margin be* 
tween receipts and expenditures per 
mile has to come the return for the 
enormous investment in roads, rolling 
stock, structures and other property. 
Stated in a general way, itcusts about 
a dollar a mile, actual operative ex- 
penses, to run a train, without allow* 
iug any return on cost 
of road or 
equipment.—rProvidence Journal,

EKTX, Avritos Franlc G. Car- 
penter 
iu tho "Wasbington 
Star,' is perhaps one of the 
least 
kuowii 
cities of 
the 
worl(1. 
I have paid two visits to it, 
and I fippnt a lîiouth in it bix years 
ago. 
Unrinf]^ the present spring I 
prowled (ibout its streets for days and 
devoted myself to making a study of 
the town and its people. 
It is an im* 
mense city. 
It contains about fifteen 
htuiilred thousand, but these are scat- 
tered -over- an area of 
twonty-iive 
square miles, and tho people as a rule 
live lu oue-stt>ry housos, 
The city is 
fiurrouinled by walls which were built 
hundreds of years ago, and which 
must have cost many millions of dol- 
lars. 
These walls arc in good condi- 
tion with the exception of one or two 
pl-'ces where the floods of last winter 
underminded thein and carried part 
of their facin,q:8 away. 
It is hard to 
give an America ii an idea of one of 
.those walled cities of China. 
The 


walls of Pekin are eixtv feet thick at 
« 


tho bottom. 
They would lill the av • 
oraqe country road or city street, and 
they are as tall as a four-story honse. 
They are so wide at the top that 3'ou 
conid run three railroad trains side b}^ 
sido anmad them,and they are so solid 
that 
tho 
cars 
wouUl move more 
Binoothly over these tracks than they 
do on the irunk lines between !New 
York and ChicajiO. 
These walls are 
faced inside and out with bricks, each 
iis biç as a four-dollar Bible, and the 
6pace between is filled with earth and 
stones so rammed down that tho ages 
have made the whole one solid mass. 
They are built, in fact, much like the 
great wall of China, and the bricks of 
the two are almost exactly the same. 
I have .before me a brick which I 
brought from the 
great AvalJ. 
It 
wembs about twenty jjounds,. or as 
much as a two-year-old baby. 
It is 
blue gray in color, and it is covered 
with patches of white lime mortar just 
like those that I saw iu toe broken 
places of the Avails of Pekin. 


In approaching Pekin, long before 
you get to the city, y'ou see the im- 
mense towers which stand on the top 
of this wall over the gates which enter 
the city. 
These towers are as tall as 
ft big New York flat. , They rise nine 
stories above the wall, and they have 
roofs of blue tiles. 
They were used 
iu the past as watch-towers, and they 
have many port holes for cannon. 
'There are thirteen gates which lead 
into the city, and the towers and the 
walls near these aro plastered 
over 
with liroclamations and bills much 
like a theatre billboard. 
The 
gates 
• of Pekin -arc merely holes through 
this wall, and they are about as wide 
as the ordinaiy street and perhaps 
twenty feet high- 
They are lined 
with stone and are beautifully arched. 
They are closed at night with great 
doors sheathed with iron, and they 
are x>aved with heavy slabs of atone. 
The walls of Pekin are twenty-seven 
^ miles long, and tho area which they 
''enclose is irregular in shape, and it 
consists of two big 
parallelograms. 
The one at the north is the real capi- 
tal of China, for it contains the Tar- 


wool» of the kind that our ladies use 
for long oi^era cloaks. 
This Chinese 
city is a city of banks and of stock 
exchanfres. 
I visited one morning 
tho Filver exchange. 
It was a room 
like a barn, and tho people were buy- 
ing and selling stocks just as they do 
on Wall street, yelling and howling 
and pushing each other like mad as 
they did so. 
It is a city of book 
stores, and there are some streets which 
contain no other shops. 
We have the 
idea that tho Qhinese merely live upon 
rice and on rats, and that their chief 
industries are the making of matting, 
of fans and of silks. 
The truth is 
that China does a vast business, and 
she produces all sorts of commodities. 
Nearl}' every one of these Chinese 
streets contains shops of all kinds, 
and the main business of China is not 
the supi>lying goods for the foieign 
markets, but the making of those re- 
quired for hor own jioople.. 
They 
have as many wants as wo have, and 
they require as good goods. 
The 
nobles dress in the finest of silk, and 
there are hundreds of stores M'hich sell 
nothing but pictures. 
The art dis- 
"played in most of the i>aintings is 
abominable, bub they aro 
pictures 
nevertheless, and the Chinese pay 
good money for them. 


I wish I could show you the markets 
of Pekin. 
You can get as good meat 
there as you can in New York, and 
there is no finer mutton iu the world 


T the dutiful son often buys his father A 
coffin and make it a present to tho old 
man years before his death. 
I could

are of the fat-tailed variety, and I saw 
many which had tails weiirhing over a 
pound. 
It is queer how they kill the 
animals which they sell. 
They liavo 
no slaughter houses, and a sheep is 
often butchered in front of the shop 
and the blood lies on the 
ground 
while you buy. 
There aro all sorts of 
fish, and they are always sold alive. 
No Chinaman would buy a dead fish, 
and in case you want to buy less than 
a whole fish at a time, the Chinese 
peddler will jmll the fish out of the 
water, lay him squirming on the block, 
and cut a piece of quivering fiesh out 
of his sido for you while you wait. He 
does not kill the fish, and after you 
are through he throws it back into a 
separate pail of water and waits for 
another customer to take off the rest. 
One of tho chief meats sold is pork, 


tell you of stories where thousands of 
dollars' worth of incense or joss sticks 
are sold every month, and I could take 
you into establishments which sell 
nothing but birds and gold 
fishep. 
There are big stores full of furniture 
and shops which make nothing but

The sheep porcelain stoves, 
There aro places 


where wood is sold in bundles by 
weight and establishments where coal 
dust is mixed up with mud and sold in 
lumps the size and shape of a baseball 
at so much apiece. 
There are great

cloth. 
There are 
lock x^eddlers by 
hundreds and 
hardware 
establish- 
ments, and if you are very hard up 
and in want of a meal 1 can show you 
a little hole round the corner where 
you can get cameFs meat soup and 
mule roast at low prices. 
There are 
places for gambling and dime museum 
shows. 
There are restaurants of every 
description and opium joints without 
number. 
There are, in fact, stores of 
every sort and description, and the 
best things in China come to Pekin. 


framework boxes baokod with -whito 
paper, and they aro seldom lighted ex- 
cept during full moon. 
It is abao- 
lutoly unsafe to move about in tho 
night time without a lantern, if you 
wish to keep your feet clean, and you 
have to balance yourself in the day to 
keep out of the mud. All of the houses 
are of ono story, and tho Government 
departments look moro like broken 
down barns than tho offices of a great 
empire. 


I wont one morning to visit tho 
State DepartmentJ and as I looked at 
it 1 thought of our great building of
